nilttao on public lauds to-day adopted a repm t 
prepared by Henley on the bill to forfeit a 
portion of tha land grant ot the Northern Pa- 
cific railway. Oatcs, Van KaloH and Strait 
voted against the report. Bedford was not 
present, Delegate Brunta will offer a substi- 
tute for the bill agreed upou by tho majority 
of the committee when it Is- brought up for 
consideration in the house. The substitute 
.declares forfeited those lauds granted to the 
Northern Pacific railroad company lying con- 
tiguous with and. adjacent to that part ot the 
lino of its proposed railway between Walla 
Walla, Washington territory, and Portland, 
Oregon, for breach of the conditions on which 
they wore gianted. All the rest ot the lands* 
granted the company aro confirmed to It on 
the express condition that It shall fully con- 
form to and comply with all rei|tilrenient3 of 
this act. Tho company shall henceforth con- 
struct not less than 100 miles of its railway 
each year anl complete and "equip tho whole 
by July 4th, 'SO, except tun pnrlliiu between 
Walla Walla and* Piniland. All lands con- 
finuvii 1i>,thi> etmipsvn> sU.Ul be subject to us 
gessrncnt and tn.Mtion by stato 01 territory, 
county or umulelpiil authorities. Al) agricul- 
tural Inuda continued \iu1ch 'are not told 
before Jul) 1, IbSJ, .shall bo sold by the com- 
pany only to citizens ul the United States in 
quantities not rai't'edlug 100 ncrcs to anj one 
person and at priced not exceeding S- CQ per 
acre. Tho substitute forbids discriminating 
In freight ch.irnes or pooling arrangement by 
the company and provides that the maximum • 
passenger fares shall bo .prescribed by tho 
coiuulbslonorof railroads.
